I havo described tho scene, faintly described it, at it 
took place in this Sennte, in tho face of all then pres­ 
ent, nnd while the call lor the yens and nays was de­ 
layed to give time for making up the phraseology of the 
resolution. 
It now 
become* tny duty to explain the 
reason why it came to pas* that this business of fixing 
tho non-committal phrases of the resolve was postpon­ 
ed to the last moment, and then had to be transacted 
by consultations and whisperings in tho Senat*-. 
The 
reason, sir, was this: at the commencement of the ses­ 
sion oi lH.’i:}, ’34, tho Bank of the United and tho Don­ 
ato of tne 1 nited States appear to have commenced an 
attack upon the people, tho property, nnd the Govern­ 
ment of the United .Slates. 
The Bank created a press­ 
ure, the Senate excited a panic ; and the spring elections 
in New V ork and Virginia were the first and principal 
objects ol both. 
The Bank sunt out her oiders to call 
in debts, and break up exchange* ; the Senate brought 
in its resolution to condemn 
President Jackson for a 
violation of the laws and constitution ; nnd under the 
combined action of this double process, tho price of all 
property was sunk, and the public mind agitated and 
alarmed, until a fictitious panic was produced. 
The 
operation was kept up, the Bank screwing tighter and 
tighter, and the alarm guns firing, and the tocsin ring­ 
ing faster and louder in 
the Senate, until the pressure 
Itid reached its lowest point of depression, and the panic 
its highest point ot culmination, mid the important elec- 
tto.is ol New \ ork and Virginta werejust at hand, and 
every thing was ripe for the final blow. 
The condem­ 
nation of the President before tl*o*e elections, and at the 
moment of their commencement, was this final blow, 
and the exact moment for striking it bad arrived on 
Friday, the 28th day of March. 
That was the day, for 
it was the last day it could be done in time to have its 
elFect. 
Monday was the first day of A pril; nnd the 
great elections were to begin ; it was therefore indis­ 
pensable that the news of the condemnation of the 
I resident should leave Washington a few days before 
the first of April, in order to reaeh in time tho more re- 
mot« election grounds in the great States of New York 
and Virginia, and to have its effect upon those elections. 
1 bis is the reason why the debate on the condemnatory 
resolution was delayed, protracted,prolonged, and spun 
out from the 26th of December to the 23th of Margh, 
and then passed in the hurry and precipitation which 
produced that scene of consultation and of whispering, 
of running to nnd fro, of putting in and striking out, of 
offering and withdrawing, which wis then witnessed in 
the Senate, and which ended in the engendering of that 
unrivalled specimen, that tie plus ultra production, 
chej d'euvre, and evorfasting masterpiece of the 
non-committal policy, which now stands upon your jour­ 
nal as a judgment of condemnation against President 
Jackson ! 
Mr B. said lie was an enemy to monopolies, nnd must 
express his dissatisfaction to them, in whatsoever shape 
they were presented to his view. 
Here was a monop­ 
oly, a new and strange monopoly ; it was u monopoly 
of non-committal and of irresponsibility, and that by 
friends present to the prejudice of their friends absent. 
1 lie Kentucky legislative resolve, all the State legisla­ 
tive resolves, all the resolves of all the public meetings, 
and all the petitions of the 120,000 petitioners sent into 
the Senate, were direct and specific in their charges a- 
gainst the President. 
They all charged in direct terms 
the violation ol the laws nnd constitution, and all ground­ 
ed their churges upon the dismissal of Mr Duane, the 
appointment of Mr Taney, the assumption of the res­ 
ponsibility, tiie removal of the deposites, and tho dan­ 
ger to tfio liberties of the people. 
They all specified 
these acts, and therefore fully committed themselves, 
and now stand committed upon them. 
So did their 
friends and leaders on this floor. 
All were even at the 
start. 
Ali were in the same predicament up to tho 
memorable 28th day of March, 1834. 
Up to that day 
ab were together in the Caudine Forks, but now the 
leaders and their followers are divided. 
Tho leaders 
extricated themselves ; they uncommitted themselves 
they cut loose from the Bank and all its griefs and com­ 
plaints. 
They dropt every thing which could connect 
them, upon the record, with the Bank and its cause ; 
ensconced themselves in the mystification of amphi­ 
bological phrases; 
and now stand 
untrammeled, 
unpledged, untied, uncommitted and noil-committed 
upon one single allegation of law or fact on which re­ 
sponsibility can be incurred, or an issue can he taken. 
Thin is wrong. 
The leaders should never desert their 
followers ; they should never leave their deluded asso­ 
ciates in tho lurch. 
The military man shares the fato 
of his soldiers ; he saves them, or dies with them ! The 
politician should do the same. 
No monopoly of escape 
isallowc?d to one any more than to the other. 
Here is 
a case for sympathy and relief,— for interposition mid 
help. 
The followers should be allowed to escape with 
tho leaders ; they should be allowed to cut loose from 
the Bank ; they should be permitted to uncommit them­ 
selves ! and for that purpose should have leave to with­ 
draw and amend ! to amend, by striking-out every thing 
that relates t« the deposites, the Secretaries, the liberties 
ot the people, the responsibility, &c., and float at large 
upon the undefinable and intangible denunciation of 
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IVr. My fourth proposition applies to the doctrine of 
legul implications, and affirms that what has been witti- 
drawn upon objection, cannot afterwards be understood, 
by implication, to remain u part of the record. 
T he 
proposition, for its better understanding, will bo read. 
It is in these words :— 
“ A nd whereas the specifications contained in the first 
and second forms of the resolve, having been objected 
to in debute, and shown to be insufficient to sustain the

V'. My fifih proposition affirms the total impropriety, 
nnd the particular unconstitutionality of the Senate's 
proceeding against President Jackson.

\\ hat I said in tho case of Mr 
Barry, five years ago, has been read— wliut I said hi 
the case of President Jackson, two years ago, will bo 
read now. 
It is done for two purposes; first, to show 
that wo stand upon the same ground now which we 
occupied then; and next, to let it bo seen that the ex­ 
punging process is no after thought with us—and that 
gentlemen are not allowed to taken distinction between 
expunging now and expunging then—their power atone 
having prevented the expurgation at the same session, 
the P fim e day and the same iiutnnt, at which the unjust 
and unrighteous sentence was passed. 
Mr B. here read from the debate of February, 1834. 
“ Mr Benton said that lho first oT these resolutions 
contained impeachable matter, and was in fact, though 
not in form, a direct impeachment of tho President.— 
He recited the constitutional provision that the Presi­ 
dent might ho impeached, I. for treason; 2. for bribe­ 
ry; 3. for other high crimes; 4. for misdemeanors; 
and said that the firr.1 resolution charged both a high 
crime and a misdemeanor; the crime, m violating tho 
laws nnd constitution, in seizing upon illegal and un- 
gnrnted power over tiie public Treasury, to tho danger 
of the liberties of the people; tho misdemeanor, in dis­ 
missing the late Secretary of the Treasury from office. 
Mr B. «aid that tho terms of the resolution were suffi­ 
cient ly explicit to define a high crimg within lho mean- I 
ing of the constitution, without having rocourso to tho j 
arguments and declarations used by the mover of the 
resolution in illustration of his meaning; hut if any I 
doubt remained on that head, it would bo removed by 
the whole tenor of the argument, und especially that 
part of it which compared the President’« conduct to 
that of ( a-sar in seizing the public treasure in Ropie,to 
aid him in putting an end to the liberties of his Country; 
nnd every Senator, in voting upon it, would vote as di­ 
rectly upon the guilt or innocence of the President us 
if he was responding to the question of guilty or not 
guilty, in the concluding scene of a formal impeach­ 
ment. 
VVe are then, said Mr B. trying an impeach­ 
ment ! 
But how ? 
l'he constitution gives to the House 
ol Representatives tho sole power to originate im­ 
peachment 
yet vvc originate this impeachment our­ 
selves. 
1 he constitution gives the accused a right to 
he present 
hut he is not here. 
It requires the ¡Seriate 
lo be sworn as judges— but we are not so sworn. 
It 
requires the Chief Justice of the United ¡States to pre­ 
side when the President is tried; hut the Chief Justice 
is not here presiding. 
It gives the House of Repre­ 
sentatives a right to be present, and to manage the 
prosecution— hut neither the House nor its managers 
attend this proceeding. 
It requires the forms of crimin­ 
al justice to be strictly observed; yet all these forms are 
neglected, or violated. 
It is a proceeding without law, 
without justice, without precedent— in which the Chief 
Magistrate of the Republic is to be tried without being 
heard, and in which his accusers are to act as his 
judges.” 
1 ins is what I said two years ago. 
I choose to refer 
to it as then said, and to repeat it now, first, to show 
that my present opinions of the conduct of the Senate 
were formed two years ago, and fully expressed then, 
and arc not the-creation ol subsequent events and after 
thoughts; and, secondly, that tho specifications there 
made were laid hold of, and expressly objected to, as 
showing the impeachment character of the resolutions; 
so that the proof is clear that they were withdrawn to 
avoid objections which could not he answered, und on 
which votes could not he taken. 
I thus show that the 
opinions expressed it) this fifth proposition are as old as 
the commencement of the Senate’s proceeding against 
tue I resident; and what is, perhaps, more material, I 
have shown from the resolutions proposed in the Ken- i 
tucky Legislature, in the case of Judge Inn is, that they ! 
were expressed by others long before I had any occa­ 
sion to form opinions upon such subjects. 
I will place

Mr Giles 
tells what he means, and commits himself upon the is­ 
sue. 
General Hamilton knows what he is charged with ;

all ambiguity.

ferred to the Finance Committee for consideration, fifed 
away among lho public archives, and now coits'itwlo 
a part of the public documents of ilu) Heiutto, to ho 
handl'd down to the latest posterity.” 
Resenting Ins speech, Mr. I), weut on to say tluit tho 
statements hi thw proposition 
were merely historical, 
and intended to preserve the memory of the manner in 
winch tho dtifunce of tho President was repulsed, and 
the attacks ol 
hit assailants 
wore received. 
Tho 
proof nl the main allegations will be found in tho journals 
o! tho session, 1833, ’34 ;but what that journul docs tu I 
show, and whiit no history can 
ever adequately toll, 
is tho violence nnd fury with which the 
President whs 
denounced, and his protest stigmatized during all that 
period. 
It was a poriod which covered thu progress of 
tiie \ irgima elections which, 
protracted through tho 
month of 
April in 
that State, are extended in some 
instances into the month of May. 
Tho debate in the 
Senate, on tho protest, Was calculated for tho meridiau 
of that State, nnd spread over thu throe weeks that the 
remaining elections had to continue ;nnd during that time 
a daily torrent of invective was poured upon his head, 
and language, the most furious and contumelious, was 
lavished upon him 
exhibiting, 
perhaps, a degree of 
virulence in the breaste o f thoso who had just 
been 
acting an judge* never before witnessed in our America, 
never seen in England since the tirnu Jeffries rode 
the 
western circuit, and nuver seen in France 
before, or 
sirico, the tune wlien tho revolutionary tribunal sat in 
judgment upon the noblest spirits of tiie country, and 
Called up, to be insulted at the bar, those it dismissed 
to ho detruncated on the scaffold. 
This scene ended 
in tire adoption o f the resolution which will be found at 
page 253 of the Menate journal for the session 1833, ’34:

Mr President, the condemnation ct President Jack­ 
son, for violating the priv ileg es of the Senate, is a much 
more serious afluir than would seeni to persons not fa­ 
miliar with Parliamentary f ‘w- 
li a conviction lor 
a crime ! for a crime which may uticct the indepen­ 
dence, the existence, and the purity of the body. 
It is 
a crime for which die Senate has a right to punish the 
offender ! to take h im into custody by their sergeuni- 
ut-arrns, to have him brought to the bur of the Senate, 
r e p r i m a n d e d , imprisoned, or required to apologize 
In 
cases of imprisonment, the party is not bailable, nor 
cun fie be released upon Habeas Corpus ; so that there 
is a condemnation of the President, by virtue of which 
the Senate could make lho President their prisoner, and 
keep him in confinement without the right to legul re- 
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either to 1;,venters or retailers.
